The 'bill was on the 'calendar lust week 
or indefinite postponement which ordi- 
larily would be the logical thing to hap- 
pen to the bill',, inasmuch' as Senator 
)\vcn hud already secured the engross- 
ment of his own bill on the same subject. 


May Go to.People. 


However, Senator Owen's substitute 
ir the Husting bill indicates an inten- 
.lon on the part of the supporters of the 
bank guaranty idea, to inject the propo- 
sition "if possible into the next general 
election campaign as an issue to.be spe- 
cifically voted upon. The substitute pro- 
vides that the question of whether the 
legislature in 1913 should pass a bill for 
the guarantee of bank deposits shall be 
submitted to the people at the 1012 gen- 
eral election. 


Differs From First Bill. 


This differs-from the other Owen guar- 


antee bill in that the latter provides the 
machinery for a guarantee law which 
would go into effect immediately upon 
being approved by the people. The new 
bill has a. fair chance of passage mas-

records are likely to be made in the 
export trade for the fiscal year which 
ends with the present month—June. Ten 
months -figures of the bureau of statis- 
tics of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor furnish a basis for a rough cal- 
culation of the trade for thc full fiscal 
year, and these suggest that thc-exports 
of raw cotton will aggregate not far 
from 600 million dollars in value; iron 
and steel manufactures, approximately 
250 million; meat and dairy products, 
150 million; breadstffs, 125 million; cop- 
per, 100 million; mineral oil, 100 million; 
wood and manufacturers thereof, 90 mil- 
lion; leather and manufactures thereof, 
over 50 million; agricultural implements, 
over 40 million; tobacco and manufac- 
tures thereof, over 40 million; cotton 
manufacturers, approximately 40 mil- 
lion; and coal, over 40*rmllion dollars for 
absolute exports, excluding that going in- 
to thc bunkers of vessels engaged in for- 
eign trade, which will amount to ap- 
proximately 20 million dollars, making 
the coal carried out of the country over 
60- million dollars in value, though nearly 
one-third of this is for use of vessels and 
not-an export to any foreign country 
and therefore not included in the ordi- 
nary - statement of exports to foreign 
countries. These figures are of course, 
merely approximates. 


Exports of Cotton. 


;:'The ten months statement'of cotton 
exported shows a valuation of 550 mil- 
lion dollars speaking in round 
terms, 


which is 143 million dollars greater than 
in the corresponding months of 1910, and 
as the total for. thc fiscal year 1010 was 
450 million 'dollars in value, an addition 
to that sum of the excess already ac- 
cumulated in 1911 would bring thc grand 
total for the year nearly to the 600 mil- 
lion dollar' line. This large value of raw 
cotton exported, which will be -by far the 
largest total ever reported in any single 
fiscal year,'is largely due to high prices, 
rather'than to large quantities exported, 
the quantity in the'ten months ending 
with -April being 3.796 million pounds, 
against 4,070 million, pounds 
in' the 


same months of .1909 yet the stated 
value for the ten'months of 1911 is 550 
million dollars, against 378 million in 
thc same months of 1909, 
when 
thc 


quantity was 274.million pounds greater 
than in the corresponding months of 
1911." Iron and steel manufactures as a 
•whole stand second in the great groups 
of articles exported and seem likely to 
approximate 250 million dollars in value 
for the full fiscal year. 
For thc ten 


months ending with April they amounted 
to 190 million dollars in value, and for 
the single month of April, 25 million. 
Should May and June show as 
large 


totals as April, the grand total would 
reach 240 million dollars 
to 
foreign 


countries, and to Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Alaska, the total for thc year 
seems 


likely to aggregate fully 10 million', in- 
dicating that the value of iron and steel 
manufactures passing out of the ports 
of the continental United States for the 
full fiscal year will approximate 250 mil- 
lion dollars. 


• Meat Products Nert. 


Meat products stand next in the order 


of great groups exported. 
The total 


value in the ten months ending with 
April is 120 million dollars, and for the 
single month of April 14 2-3 million/in- 
dicating that thc grand total for the 
fiscal year will approximate 150 million 
dollars", and probably pass that line if 
the figures,of shipments to noncontigu- 
ous territory of the United States arc 
included in the figures of merchandise 
leaving the ports of continental United 
States. . Breadstuff's fall below meats, 
aggregating for._ the ten months only 
107 million dollars, and for the single 
month of April, 10 million dollars in 
value, indicating( that the total for the 
year may range between 125 and 130 
million dollars, though thc movements 
for the months-of May and June can be 
less readily estimated in the exports of 
brcadstuffs than in those of other lines. 


Copper to Show Gain. 


Copper seems likely to make a large 


may make the record a higher record 
than in any earlier year. Mineral oil 
exports will also approximate 100 mil- 
lion dollars in value for the full fiscal 
year, thc total for the ten months being 
SO million, and for the single month of 
April, 9 million, suggesting thut the to- 
tal will probably fall but little, if any, 
below the 100 million dollar line, though 
in value it may be somewhat below the 
figures of 1909, when thc total was 106 
million dollars in value, and 1908, when 
thc total was 104'million. The quanti- 
ty, however, seems to be the largest on 
record. 


Wood and Manufactures. 


Wood and manufactures are approach- 


ing the 100 million dollar line with start- 
ling rapidity, amounting in the 
ten 


months ending with April to 75 million- 
dollars in value, and in the single month 
of April to 9 1-3 million, suggesting that 
the total for the year will probably be 
between 90 and 100 million dollars in 
value, and certainly will very materially 
exceed the total of any earlier year.. 


Agricultural implements seem likely to 


show in 1911 a larges total than ever 
before, the figures for the ten months 
amounting to 31 million dollars in value, 
and for the single months of April, 5'/2 
million. 
Leather 
and 
manufactures 


thereof amount to 44 million dollars for 
the ten months in question and 5Vi mil- 
lion for the single month'of April, sug- 
gesting between 50 and 60 million dol- 
lars as the total for thc full'fiscal year; 
cotton manufactures amount to 33 mil- 
lion for the 10 months, and 3'/2 million 
for thc month of April. 


The large increases here 
mentioned 


coupled with' those of less 
important 


articles suggest that the figures lor 
domestic exports will 'this year almost 
certainly cross the two 
billion 
dollar 


line, and for the first time in the history 
of the export trade.

food that one takes often hits much to 
do with tho .amount of lat put on, wid 
a restriction in thc'intnkc of fat-forming, 
foods may prevent .the formation of 
more fat in the tissues, or even effect a 
reduction,.'-it is seldom that this alone 
•will prove efficacious. 


'.A'strict diet is irksome ana most fat 


people are too easygoing to curry it out 
faithfully, 'this is not that they arc 
weak or deficient in self-control, but 
they are too happy and content wuh 
their flesh to be willing to sutler over- 
much discomfort in any effort to rid 
themselves of it, 
Moreover, too radical 


a change in'a diet may prove injurious 
and it is better" to be too fat—a. little 
too fat, aivyway—than to suffer from in- 
digestion or .damage'to the kidneys, as 
one may easily do by inconsiderate and 
injudicious dieting. It is much better 
to restrict somewhat the intake of fat- 
forming foods, enough to prevent the ac- 
tual reduction by mechanical means- 
thai is to say by exercise, massage, and 
in certain cases by the wearing of a belt 
or abdominal Bandage.

Exercise—systematic, active exercise- 


is of the greatest 'value in restraining a 
tendency to tho-overproduction of fat 
and in causing a reduction of fat already 
formed. It must, however, be combined 
with dieting; otherwise its objeet will be 
defeated. It naturally increases the ap- 
petite, especially when taken in the open 
air, and if this appetite is satisfied with 
the articles -of diet that the fat people 
prefer, the last state will be worse than 


ter, but she does'not belittle ner hobby. 
She brings her imagination into her 
work. She may be utilitarian, but the 
successful business woman is artistic to 
her finger tips.—London Express.

For one thing.the 
currying of fire a-rms on'the streets 
should be strictly prohibited as being 
distinctly aangerous.. Let sanity every- 
where, be the rule on the Fourth o'f July.

No one has 
any reason tor wpposfug Mjrtaing else 
can be rntdo out of a state insurance de- 
partment but a political department, r.s 
are others in all way« possible, for no ap- 
pointments are made outside of the par- 
ticular ring in control of things. 


Wisconsin will do mighty well to for- 


get this state insurance feature. Even 
if the department should be administered 
impartially as to all connected with it, 
the political feature wEH yet cling to it), no 
matter who is vested with management. 
Then laying aside the political tinge, it 
is a business the state has no concern 
with.' It is an invasion such, however, 
as has boon called over and over again 
by our Socialists and Populists, and 
should it now be adopted, theee two par- 
ties would be in every way justified in 
Dotting out replevins for the return of 
stolen goods. It is but adding }nore 
force to a belief on the part of quite 
many people, that if we are to accept 
tho Socialist dogmas M wo have in some 
of our late laws, they would prefer the 
original promoters. 


Possibly there are Republicans and 


Democrats who1 think with Col. Roose- 
velt that believing in radical programs, 
they way prefer conservative carrying 
out.

fects and for this awakening nil along 
the line we are largely indebted to the 
educational power of women. We have 
just dosed 'a successful campaign in the 
state of Washington where woman suf- 
frage carrisd by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Some counties gave a majority 
of three to one. Fourteen counties gave 
us a majority 'of more than two to one 
and every county gave us a majority, 
proportionately to the intelligence of the 
voters.' in the various counties. 


A 'Roman's Campaign. 


"Ours was a woman's campaign, pure 


and simple. 
Do not understand from 


this that our splendid men did not assist 
us, because they 
-\vere 
very 
helpful. 


Women,' however, originated the plan of 
campaign and were tho executors of that 
plan. We did not. copy" masculine plans 
— 'we did not wish to -do things in a 
manly way— but used our own methods. 
We did not -wish to be like men, but 
true, good but free women. Tho press 


our state were with us first, last and 


all the time; forever advocating the jus- 
tice of our cause and lending us 'encour- 
agement by • reporting' our ^vords and 
deeds. We did not consider men as our 
enemies, far from it.
